The  Boston  Watercolor  Society  is  the  second  oldest  watercolor  society  in  these  United 
States.  Its  members  are  the  foremost  painters  in  that  medium  in  the  country  and  are 
constantly  exhibiting  throughout  our  fifty  states.  The  Society  is  proud  too  of  the  numerous 
awards  for  the  artistic  excellence  its  members  have  achieved. 

Year  after  year  for  85  years  the  Boston  society  has  been  holding  exhibitions  of  the  work 
of  its  living  members.  It  was  organized  and  established  in  1885  to  gather  men  of  high 
aesthetic  standards  for  the  purpose  of  good  fellowship,  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  to  bring 
to  the  public  of  Boston  the  finest  craftsmanship  possible.  The  direction  of  the  society  has 
never  changed. 

The  Boston  Watercolor  Society  is  not  a flamboyant  group  and  is  probably  not  well  known 
to  the  great  population,  however  it  is  extremely  well  known  to  those  interested  in  the  arts. 

Among  the  great  names  once  members  of  this  group  are:  John  Singer  Sargent,  known 
throughout  the  world  and  especially  in  Europe  and  the  United  States.  Childe  Hassans,  the 
American  impressionist,  born  locally  and  painted  hereabouts  attained  an  enviable  reputation. 
Winslow  Homer,  Maurice  and  Charles  Prendergast,  Ross  Turner,  Philip  Little,  Carroll  Bill, 
Aiden  Ripley  are  names  of  men  whose  work  lives  on  in  reverence  and  quality.  There  are 
many  more. 

The  works  of  members  today  show  a divergence  of  interests  and  directions.  The  Society 
holds  no  jurisdiction  over  a member’s  mode  of  expression.  It  maintains  a strict  surveillance 
over  the  quality  of  its  presentations  and  therein  it  is  hoped  lies  its  longevity.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  SOCIETY 


The  first  exhibition  of  the  Boston  Water  Color  Society 
was  held  in  December,  1885,  forty-four  paintings  being 
shown  by  thirteen  artists.  Exhibitions  thereafter  were 
held  annually  up  to  1892.  At  a meeting  held  January  6 
of  that  year  it  was  voted  that  the  Society  be  reorganized, 
and  the  name  changed  to  its  present  one,  The  Boston 
Society  of  Water  Color  Painters,  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  being  drawn  up  by  Thomas  Allen,  Charles  Cope- 
land and  Hendricks  A.  Hallet.  There  were  twenty-seven 
Charter  members. 

The  Society  has  had  exhibitions  over  the  years  in 
various  art  gallerys  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  well  as  art 
gallerys  in  suburban  towns.  For  a number  of  years  the 
Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  have  been  most  cordial  in 
scheduling  annual  exhibitions  of  the  society. 

Other  exhibitions  annually  have  been  held  at  Sym- 
phony Hall  and  Whistlers  Homestead  Museum  in  Lowell, 
Massachusetts.  Plans  are  now  being  formulated  for  a 
national  traveling  exhibition  for  city  museums  interested 
in  the  Water  Color  Medium.

NEW  ENGLAND  WATERCOLOR  SOCIETY

The  first  exhibition  of  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  was  held  in 
December  1885,  under  the  original  name,  "Boston  Watercolor  Society" 
with  44  paintings  shown  by  the  following  artists:  Thomas  Allen,  George  R. 
Barse,  Jr.,  John  A.  Fraser,  Edmund  H.  Gerrett,  F.  Chi  1 d e Hassam,  Philip 
Little,  Charles  E.  Mills,  H.  Winthrop  Pierce,  Charles  F.  Pierce,  Louis 
Ritter,  Henry  Sandham,  S.P.R.  Triscott,  Ross  Turner. 

Exhibitions  thereafter  were  held  annually  up  to  1892.  At  a meeting 
held  January  6 of  that  year,  it  was  voted  that  the  society  be  re- 
organized and  the  name  changed  to  the  Boston  Society  of  Watercolor 
Painters  and  constitution  and  by-laws  be  drawn  up  by  Thomas  Allen,  Charles 
Copeland,  and  Henricks  A.  Hallett. 

Among  the  27  charter  members  were  Thomas  Allen,  President  from  1392 
until  his  death  in  1924,  F.  Childe  Hassam,  Joseph  Lincoln  Smith,  and 
Honorary  member,  John  Singer  Sargent. 

A few  of  the  more  familiar  names  on  the  roster  throughout  the  first 
40  years  were  Charles  Curtis  Allen,  1923,  Frank  Benson,  1922,  George 
Hallowell,  1920,  Louis  Kronberg,  1911,  Otis  Philbrick,  1920,  John  Whorf, 
1925,  Charles  Woodbury,  1924,  .Stanley  Woodward,  1921. 

A few  noteworthy  exhibitions  other  than  the  annual,  held  early  in  the 
society's  history,  included  a 1910  exhibition  at  the  Marshall  Field 
& Company,  a show  of  Boston  Painters  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  1920, 
a group  of  35  paintings  at  the  Wichita  Art  Association  in  Kansas  and  a 
traveling  exhibition  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Afts  in  1926.  This  show  traveled  throughout  the  Midwest. 

The  Boston  Art  Club  on  the  corner  of  Dartmouth  and  Exeter  Streets  was 
the  usual  exhibition  place  of  the  society  until  1926.  From  1928  until 
1950,  the  Robert  C.  Vose  Galleries  at  559  Boylston  Street,  Copley  Square, 
hosted  the  exhibitions.  In  1939,  to  celebrate  its  50th  anniversary, 
the  society  held  the  annual  exhibition  at  the  MFA. 

In  1951,  exhibiting  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  became  an  annual 
occurance  which  lasted  without  interruption  until  1966,  when,  because 
of  space  problems,  the  museum  found  it  necessary  to  cancel  our  exhibit 
for  the  year.  We  continued  to  exhibit  at  the  museum  from  1967  through 
1969.  With  a change  in  museum  policy  in  1970,  privately  organized  groups 
of  artists  were  no  longer  permitted  to  exhibit.  Since  then,  we  have 
held  exhibits  in  the  new  City  Hall  Gallery,  1970,  the  Guild  of  Boston 
Artists  Gallery,  1972,  the  Boston  Center  for  the  Arts,  1973,  '74,  and 
'75,  and  between  the  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  and  the  Rockport  Artists 
Association,  we  have  continued  to  enjoy  our  annual  exhibition  with  pride.

Thomas  Allen,  who  directed  the  BSWP  for  its  first  30  years,  was 
succeeded  to  the  Presidency  by  H.  Winthrop  Pierce,  1925-1935;  Charles 
Copeland,  1936-1944;  William  J.  Kaula,  1944-1952;  Carroll  Bill, 

1953-1962;  Charles  A.  Mahoney,  1963-1970;  Harold  F.  Lindergreen, 
1970-1974;  Larry  Webster,  1974-1976;  John  Terelak,  1976-1978;  Joseph 
Santoro,  1978-1982;  currently,  Carlton  Plummer,  1982-  . Two 

members  who  deserve  special  recognition  for  their  long  and  devoted 
service  on  behalf  of  the  society  are  Charles  H.  Richert,  Secretary 
from  1925  through  1944  and  Charles  A.  Mahoney,  Secretary-Treasurer , 
1950-1962  and  President,  1963-1970. 

In  1966,  by  vote  of  the  membership,  the  name  of  the  society  was 
changed  from  the  Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters  to  The  Boston 
Watercolor  Society,  the  name  originally  used  by  the  organization  in  1885. 

Due  to  continued  expansion  in  the  society's  membership  to  include  all 
the  New  England  states,  it  was  voted  to  change  the  name  to  "The  New 
England  Watercolor  Society"  in  1980.

HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND 

The  New  England  Watercolor  Society,  which  began  in  1885  as  the  Boston 
Watercolor  Society-,  was  organized  for  the  advancement  of  aesthetic 
watercolor  craftsmanship.  During  the  first  forty  years  of  it's  history,  it's 
membership  included  some  of  the  best  known  names  in  American 
art. Charles  Curtis  Allen,  Frank  W.  Benson.  George  Hallowell,  F.  Childe 
Hassam,  Louis  Kronberg,  Otis  Philbrick,  Maurice  Prendergast  and  Charles 
Woodbury.  John  Singer  Sargent  was  an  honorary  charter  member  when  the 
organization  again  changed  it's  name  to  the  Boston  Society  of  Watercolor 
Painters  in  1 892. By  1980,  the  Society's  membership  had  grown  to  include 
artists  from  every  state  in  New  England,  and  accordingly,  it's  name  was 
changed  once  again  to  reflect  the  increased  geographical  diversity  of  it's 
ai  tists. 


The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  presently  has  174  full  members  whose 
w ork  in  aquamedia  has  achieved  a high  degree  of  accomplishment.  Many  are 
members  of  the  American  Watercolor  Society  and  other  prestigious 
organizations  and  have  received  national  and  international  recognition  for 
their  paintings  in  a wide  range  of  exhibitions. 

In  1986,  "One  Hundred  Years  of  Watercolor"  was  celebrated  with  an 
exhibition  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Gallery  in  Boston.lt  included  works 
of  current  as  well  as  renowned  past  members. In  1988  the  Society-  sponsored 
it's  first  "North  American  Open  Show",  a biennial,  international  juried  show. 
Through  these  exhibitions,  the  Society  has  broadened  it's  horizons  and 
exposed  the  New  England  area  to  the  work  being  created  by  artists 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada.

The  Boston  Art  Club  on  the  corner  of  Dartmouth  and  Exeter  Streets  was  the  usual 
exhibition  place  of  the  Society  until  1926.  From  1928  until  1950,  the  Robert  C. 
Vose  Galleries  at  559  Boylston  Street,  Copley  Square,  hosted  the  exhibitions.  In 
1939,  to  celebrate  its  50th  Anniversary,  the  Society  held  the  Annual  Exhibition  at 
the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

In  1951,  exhibiting  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  became  an  annual 
occurrence  through  1969.  With  a change  in  Museum  policy  in  1970,  privately 
organized  groups  of  artists  were  no  longer  permitted  to  exhibit.  Since  then,  we 
have  held  exhibitions  in  the  New  City  Hall  Gallery,  1970,  The  Guild  of  Boston 
Artists  Gallery,  1972,  The  Boston  Center  for  the  Arts,  1973,  1974  and  1975  and 
between  The  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  and  the  Rockport  Artists  Association  from  1976 
to  1982.  In  1983,  the  Members'  Annual  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  Boston. 

In  1966,  by  vote  of  the  membership,  the  name  of  the  Society  was  changed  from  the 
Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters  to  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society,  the  name 
originally  used  by  the  organization  in  1885.  Due  to  the  continued  expansion  in 
the  Society's  membership  to  include  all  the  New  England  states,  it  was  voted  to 
change  the  name  to  "The  New  England  Watercolor  Society"  in  1980. 
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The  first  exhibition  of  the  Boston  Water 
Color  Society  was  held  in  December  1B85,  44 
paintings  being  shown  by  the  following

The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  (NEWS)  was  founded  in  1885  as  the  Boston 

Society  of  Watercolor  Painters,  becoming  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society  in  1896  and 
subsequently  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  in  1980.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  prestigious  watercolor  societies  in  America.  Its  early  members  included  some  of  the 
best  known  names  in  American  art,  such  as  Thomas  Allen,  F.  Childe  Hassam,  Joseph  Lincoln 
Smith,  John  Singer  Sargent  (hon.),  Charles  Curtis  Allen,  Frank  Benson,  George  Hallowell, 
John  Whorf,  and  Charles  Woodbury. 

The  mission  of  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  is  to  support  the  advancement  of  aqua 
media  arts  throughout  New  England. 

NEWS  sponsors  two  juried  shows  each  year.  One  show  features  the  work  of  signature 
members  of  the  Society.  The  other  show  is  open  to  water  media  artists  in  New  England  (in 
odd-numbered  years)  or  throughout  North  America  (in  even-numbered  years).  In  connection 
with  the  exhibitions,  the  Society  sponsors  receptions  and  award  presentations,  gallery  talks, 
demonstrations  and  workshops  led  by  nationally  recognized  artists. 

Artists  and  interested  supporters  of  NEWS  may  join  as  associate  members.  To  qualify  as  a 
signature  member,  a candidate  must  be  juried  into  four  NEWS  juried  shows  within  a ten- 
year  period,  including  at  least  one  North  American  show. 

Today  the  Society  has  over  four  hundred  members  throughout  New  England,  including  over 
one  hundred  fifty  signature  members.  Members  receive  the  Society’s  newsletter, 
prospectuses  for  upcoming  exhibits,  invitations  to  shows,  and  reduced  rates  for  entries  and 
workshops.

Article 


Article 


I Name  and  Object 

1.  The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the 
New  England  Watercolor  Society.  It  was 
established  in  1885  and  was  formerly  known 

as  the  Boston  Society  of  Water  Color  Painters 
1885  - 1966,  and  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society 
1966  - 1980. 

2.  It  is  a non-profit  organization  and  its  object 
shall  be  the  advancement  of  the  fine  art  of 
aquamedia . 


II  Officers 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be:  a President, 
a Vice-President,  a Secretary  and  a Treasurer.  The 
Officers  are  to  be  elected  for  a two  year  term 

at  the  annual  meeting. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  shall  have  general  control  and 
management  of  the  business  of  the  Society.  Com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  to 
perform  special  duties  as  the  need  arises. 


3.  The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President.

1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  in  March  on  a 
date  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors.

from  the  previous  year,  and  at  least  two  board 
members . 

4 . Artist  membership  selection  shall  be  based  on  a 
high  degree  of  professionalism  in  aquamedia  and 
must  include  a presentation  of  at  least  three 
paintings  or  slides  and  a resume.  Paintings 
made  in  a class  situation  or  under  supervision 
are  not  acceptable  for  artist  membership  appli- 
cation. A non-refundable  application  fee  will  be 
charged,  the  amount  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Directors . 

5.  New  England  Watercolor  Society  is  composed  of 
professional  artists  living  in  the  New  England 
states.  Artists  from  other  areas  who  are  pro- 
fessionally active  in  New  England:  (summer  gallery, 
etc.)  may  apply  for  membership  subject  to  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

6.  The  annual  dues  of  Associate  Members  and  Artist 
Members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  prior  to  each 
annual  meeting.  Newly  elected  Artist  Members  shall 
pay  dues  for  the  current  year. 

7.  No  member,  whose  dues  for  current  year  remain 
unpaid  at  date  of  hanging  or  exhibition,  shall 
have  privilege  of  exhibiting  works  in  said  exhibi- 
tion . 
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8 . Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  for  any 
offense  or  misconduct  which  may  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient by  a three-fourths  vote  at  any  business 
meeting  of  the  Society,  one  month's  previous 
notice  having  been  given  the  member  charged. 

9.  Any  member  in  arrears  of  dues  over  one  year  shall 
be  formally  notified  by  the  Treasurer.  If  the 
member's  dues  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration 

of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  the 
name  of  such  member  shall  be  removed  from  member- 
ship in  the  Society  unless  valid  excuse  is  given. 
A former  member  may  seek  reinstatement  to  become 
an  Artist  Member  by  applying  for  membership  as  a 
new  applicant. 

Article  VI  Amendments 


1.  Any  amendment  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made 
at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  any  special  meeting 
called  by  the  President.  Amendments  shall  be 
considered  approved  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
majority  present.  Twenty  (20)  Artist  Members  shall 
be  considered  a quorum. 

2.  By  laws  and  rules  not  inconsistant  with  this 
Constitution  may  be  made,  altered  or  repealed, 
provided  such  action  be  proposed  at  one  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption,  and  be  finally  adopted 
by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  The  Boston 
Society  of  Water-Color  Painters;  its  location, 
the  city  of  Boston.  Its  object  shall  be  the  advance- 
ment of  the  fine  arts. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  — The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
all  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  2.  — The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  society.  He  shall,  with  the  Secretary,  sign 
all  written  contracts  and  obligations  of  the  society,  and 
be,  ex-officio , a member  of  all  committees  except  the 
Committee  on  Selection,  and  Hanging  Committee. 
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Sect.  3.  — The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  keep 
minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  society;  shall  notify 
members  of  their  election,  issue  notices  of  all  meetings 
of  the  society,  conduct  the  correspondence,  and  shall 
receive  and  disburse  the  funds.  He  shall  report  at 
every  annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if  required,  on  the 
state  of  the  funds.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by 
an  auditor. 

Sect.  4.  — All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
from  the  first  Saturday  in  January  in  one  year  till  the 
same  date  of  the  following  year.  A majority  of  all 
votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

Sect.  5.  — Any  officer  may  be  removed  for  cause  by 
a three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
business  meeting  of  the  society,  at  least  one  week’s 
notice  of  such  proposed  action  having  been  given  him. 
Vacancies  in  office  shall  be  filled  for  residue  of  term 
by  a majority  of  votes  of  members  present  at  the 
following  meeting  of  the  society. 


ARTICLE  III. 

COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  i.  — A Committee  on  Selection,  of  three 
persons,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  any  business 
meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Hanging  Committee, 


to  decide  on  the  acceptance  of  any  work  for  exhibition, 
a majority  vote  being  required  for  the  same.  These 
two  committees  shall  constitute  the  Exhibition  Com- 
mittee. 

Sect.  2.  — The  Hanging  Committee  shall  consist  of 
two  members.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  any 
business  meeting  of  the  society. 

Sect.  3. — The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of 
one  member,  not  officer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting.  He  shall  audit  all  accounts  rendered 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  society’s  funds. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  — The  society  shall  consist  of  none  but 
active  members. 

Sect.  2.  — All  nominations  for  membership  must  be 
made  in  writing  and  signed  by  three  members.  These 
nominations  shall  be  laid  before  the  society  at  any 
business  meeting  of  the  society,  and  shall  be  voted 
upon  separately  by  ballot;  negative  votes,  to  the  num- 
ber of  one-third  of  all  the  votes  cast,  excluding  the 
candidate  from  membership. 

Sect.  3.  — A sponsor  of  each  candidate  for  member- 
ship shall  notify  each  member  of  the  club  one  week 
previous  to  the  meeting  of  such  nomination. 

Sect.  4.  — Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled 


for  any  offense  or  misconduct  which  may  be  deemed 
sufficient  by  a three-fourths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
society,  one  month’s  previous  notice  having  been  given 
to  the  member  charged. 

Sect.  5.  — All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary,  to  be  acted  on  at  a business  meeting  of 
the  society.  All  interest  in  the  property  of  the  society 
pertaining  to  members  resigning,  or  otherwise  ceasing 
to  be  members,  shall  be  vested  in  the  society. 

Sect.  6.  — Any  member  residing  within  twenty-five 
miles  of  Boston,  who  shall  in  two  successive  years  fail 
to  contribute  to  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  society, 
shall  thereby  forfeit  his  membership,  unless  valid  ex- 
cuse be  given. 

Sect.  7.  — The  annual  dues  of  members  residing  in 
the  United  States  shall  be  ($5.00)  five  dollars,  payable 
in  advance  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  8.  — A full  assessment  shall  be  required  of  all 
members  elected  within  the  six  months  following  the 
annual  meeting.  Members  elected  after  that  time  shall 
have  their  dues  remitted  for  that  year  provided  no 
exhibition  is  held  during  that  time. 

Any  member  in  arrears  of  dues  over  sixty  days  shall 
be  formally  notified  by  the  Treasurer.  If  his  dues  re- 
main unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  date 
of  such  notice,  the  name  of  such  member  shall  be 
removed  from  the  roll  of  the  society  unless  valid  excuse 
is  given. 


ARTICLE  V. 

OF  MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  — The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the 
society,  for  the  election  of  officers  and  other  business, 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of-January  of  each 
year  at  4 p.m.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

NAME  AND  OBJECT 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  The 
Boston  Society  of  Water-Color  Painters  ; 
its  location,  the  city  of  Boston.  Its  object  shall 
be  the  advancement  of  the  fine  arts. 

ARTICLE  II 
OFFICERS 

Section  1. — The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be 
a President,  Vice-President,  and  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  all  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  2. — The  President  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  society.  He  shall,  with  the 
Secretary,  sign  all  written  contracts  and  obliga- 
tions of  the  Society,  and  be,  ex-officio,  a member 
of  all  committees  except  the  Committee  on 
Selection,  and  Hanging  Committee. 

Sect.  3.— The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
keep  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society ; 
shall  notify  members  of  their  election,  issue 
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notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  conduct 
the  correspondence,  and  shall  receive  and  dis- 
burse the  funds.  He  shall  report  at  every  annual 
meeting,  or  oftener  if  required,  on  the  state  of 
the  funds.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  an 
auditor. 

Sect.  4. —All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  from  the  first  Saturday  in  January  in 
one  year  till  the  same  date  of  the  following  year.

2.— All  nominations  for  membership 
must  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  three 
members.  These  nominations  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Society  at  any  business  meeting  of  the 
society,  and  shall  be  voted  upon  separately  by 
ballot ; negative  votes,  to  the  number  of  one- 
third  of  all  the  votes  cast,  excluding  the  candi- 
date from  membership.

6.— Any  member  residing  within  forty 
miles  of  Boston,  who  shall  in  two  successive 
years  fail  to  contribute  to  the  annual  exhibition 
of  the  Society,  shall  thereby  forfeit  his  member- 
ship, unless  valid  excuse  be  given. 

Sect.  7. — The  annual  dues  of  Active  members 
shall  be  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  ($7.50) 
payable  in  advance  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Associate  membership  carries  all  privileges  of 
full  membership,  except  that  of  voting  at  meet- 
ings, annual  dues  being  five  dollars  ($5.00)  paya- 
ble in  January. 

Absent  members.— Any  member,  residing 
more  than  40  miles  from  Boston,  shall  be  eligible, 
upon  written  request,  to  go  upon  this  list,  free 
from  annual  dues,  with  right  to  join  active  list 
at  any  time  he  so  desires  upon  payment  of  dues 
for  that  year. 

Sect.  8. — A full  assessment  shall  be  required

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NEW  ENGLAND  WATERCOLOR  SOCIETY  CONSTITUTION 


Article  I Name  and  Object 

l.The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society. 

It  was  established  in  1885  and  was  formerly  known  as  the  Boston  Society 
of  Water  Color  Painters  1885  - 1966,  and  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society 
1966  - 1980. 

2. It  is  a non-profit  organization  and  its  object  shall  be  the  advancement 
of  the  fine  art  of  aquamedia. 

Article  II  Officers 

1. The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be:  a President,  a Vice-President,  a 
Secretary  and  a Treasurer.  The  Officers  are  to  be  elected  for  a two 
year  term  at  the  annual  meeting. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  shall  have 
general  control  and  management  of  the  business  of  the  Society.  Committees 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  perform  special  duties  as  the 

need  arises. 

3.  The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President.  The  Vice-President  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  the  President  and  have  the  power  of  the  President 
during  his  or  her  absence  or  disability. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  all  records,  attend  to  the  correspondence,  call 
all  meetings  and  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  require. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  disburse  the  monies  of  the  association 
and  shall  maintain  the  bank  records.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  may 
be  audited  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

6.  Any  Officer  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the 
membership  present  at  any  business  meeting  of  the  Society.  At  least  one 
week's  notice  of  such  proposed  action  must  be  given. 

Article  III  Board  of  Directors 

1. A  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Society 
and  shall  serve  for  a term  of  two  years. 

2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  9 members  and  shall 
include  all  Officers. 

3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  assist  the  Officers  in  the  direction  of 
policy  for  the  organization. 

4.  Vacancies  left  by  resignation  or  disability  of  an  Officer  shall  be  filled 
by  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

5.  Where  directed  by  the  President,  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  perform  special  duties  as  the  need  arises. 

Article  IV  Meetings 

1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  in  March  on  a date  to  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

2.  At  the  annual  meeting:  Officers  will  be  elected  by  a vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  present.  New  artist  members  will  be  elected,  and  the 
general  business  of  the  Society  will  be  presented  to  the  membership. 
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Article  IV  Meetings 

3. The  President  may  call  a special  meeting  of  the  membership  at  any  time, 
and  must  do  so  at  the  written  request  of  at  least  five  members.  Twenty 
(20)  Artist  Members  will  constitute  a quorum. 

Article  V Memberships 

1.  There  shall  be  two  kinds  of  memberships  in  the  organization;  Associate 
Members  and  Artist  Members. 

2.  Any  person  may  become  an  Associate  Member  by  payment  of  an  annual  fee. 

An  Associate  Member  shall  be  on  the  mailing  list  and  may  attend  the 
annual  meeting.  He  or  she  may  serve  on  committees  and  may  take  part  in 
the  business  of  the  organization  but  may  not  exhibit  with  the  Artist 
Membership . 

3.  Artist  Members  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  a jury  of 
selection  consisting  of  5 members.  The  jury  of  selection  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  include:  one  member  of  the 
jury  of  selection  from  the  previous  year,  and  at  least  two  board  members. 

4.  Artist  membership  selection  shall  be  based  on  a high  degree  of  profession- 
alism in  aquamedia  and  must  include  a presentation  of  at  least  three 
paintings  or  slides  and  a resume.  Paintings  made  in  a class  situation 
or  under  supervision  are  not  acceptable  for  artist  membership  applica- 
tion. A non-refundable  application  fee  will  be  charged,  the  amount 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

5.  New  England  Watercolor  Society  is  composed  of  professional  artists 
living  in  the  New  England  states.  Artists  from  other  areas  who  are 
professionally  active  in  New  England:  (summer  gallery,  etc.)  may  apply 
for  membership  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

6.  The  annual  dues  of  Associate  Members  and  Artist  Members  shall  be  pay- 
able in  advance  prior  to  each  annual  meeting.  Newly  elected  Artist 
Members  shall  pay  dues  for  the  current  year. 

7.  No  member,  whose  dues  for  current  year  remain  unpaid  at  date  of  hanging 
or  exhibition,  shall  have  privilege  of  exhibiting  works  in  said  exhibi- 
tion. 

8.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  for  any  offense  or  misconduct 
which  may  be  deemed  sufficient  by  a three-fourths  vote  at  any  business 
meeting  of  the  Society,  one  month's  previous  notice  having  been  given 
the  member  charged . 

9.  Any  member  in  arrears  of  dues  over  one  year  shall  be  formally  notified 
by  the  Treasurer.  If  the  member's  dues  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  the  name  of  such  member  shall 
be  removed  from  membership  in  the  Society  unless  valid  excuse  is  given. 

A former  member  may  seek  reinstatement  to  become  an  Artist  Member  by 
applying  for  membership  as  a new  applicant. 

Article  VI  Amendments 

1. Any  amendment  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  an  annual  meeting  or 
at  any  special  meeting  called  by  the  President.  Amendments  shall  be 
considered  approved  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  majority  present. 

Twenty  (20)  Artist  Members  shall  be  considered  a quorum. 

2.  By  laws  and  rules  not  inconsistant  with  this  Constitution  may  be  made, 
altered  or  repealed,  provided  such  action  be  proposed  at  one  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption,  and  be  finally  adopted  by  a vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present.

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to  all  correspondence,  call  all  meetings 
and  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  require.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  all  meeting  minutes  and  records. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  disburse  monies  of  the  Society  and  shall  maintain  the  bank 
records.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  may  be  audited  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

6.  Any  Officer  may  be  removed  for  a cause  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the  membership 
present  at  any  business  meeting  of  the  Society.  At  least  one  week’s  notice  of  such  proposed 
action  must  be  given. 

Article  III  Board  of  Directors 

1 . A Board  of  Di-ectors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Society  and  shall  serve  for  - 
term  of  two  years. 

2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  members  and  shall  include  all 
Officers. 

3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  assist  the  Officers  in  the  direction  of  policy  for  the  Society. 

4.  Vacancies  left  by  the  resignation  or  disability  of  an  Officer  shall  be  filled  by  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

5.  Where  directed  by  the  President,  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  perform  special  duties  as  the  need  arises. 


Article  IV  Meetings 


1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  in  March  on  a date  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

2.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Officers  will  be  elected  and  the  general  business  of  the 
Society  will  be  presented  to  the  membership. 

3.  The  President  may  call  a special  meeting  of  the  membership  at  any  time  and  must  do  so  at 
the  written  request  of  at  least  five  members.  Twenty  Artist  Members  will  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Article  V Membership 

1.  There  shall  be  two  kinds  of  membership  in  the  Society,  Associate  Members  and  Artist 
Members. 

2.  Any  person  may  become  an  Associate  Member  by  payment  of  annual  dues.  An 
Associate  Member  shall  be  on  the  mailing  list,  may  serve  on  committees  and  take  part  in 
the  business  of  the  organization. 

3.  An  artist  will  become  a candidate  for  Artist  Membership  by  being  accepted  into  four 
of  the  Society’s  open  juried  shows  in  a ten  year  time  span,  at  least  one  of  which  is  a 
North  American  Open  Juried  Show.  The  juror(s)  for  each  of  these  shows  will  be 
selected  by  the  NEWS  Board  of  Directors.  At  that  time  the  artist  may  be  invited  to 
submit  five  works  to  a committee  made  up  of  at  least  two  Board  members  and  three 
other  signature  members  chosen  by  the  Board  for  review.  Artists  who  are  not  selected 
by  this  review  board  will  be  deferred  to  the  next  one. 

4.  Any  candidate  as  defined  by  #3  will  be  accepted  for  Artist  Membership  upon  payment  of 
annual  dues. 

5.  NEWS  is  composed  of  professional  artists  living  in  the  New  England  states.  Artists  from 
other  areas  who  are  professionally  active  in  New  England  (summer  gallery,  etc.)  may  apply 
for  Artist  Membership  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  An  Artist  Member 

w ho  moves  out  of  New  England  may  retain  membership  upon  continuing  to  pay  annual 
dues. 

6.  The  annual  dues  of  Associate  Members  and  Artist  Members  shall  be  payable  in  advance 
prior  to  each  Annual  Meeting.  Newly  elected  Artist  Members  shall  pay  dues  for  the  current 
year. 

7.  No  member  whose  dues  for  the  current  year  remains  unpaid  at  the  date  of  hanging  an 
exhibition  shall  have  the  privilege  of  exhibiting  work  in  said  exhibition. 

8.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  for  any  offense  or  misconduct  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient  by  a three-fourths  vote  at  any  business  meeting  of  the  Society,  one  month’s 
previous  notice  having  been  given  the  member  charged. 

9.  Any  member  in  arrears  of  dues  over  one  year  shall  be  formally  notified  by  the  Treasurer. 

If  the  member’s  dues  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such 
notice,  the  name  of  the  member  shall  be  removed  from  the  membership  of  the  Society  unless 
valid  excuse  is  given.  A former  member  may  seek  reinstatement  to  become  an  Artist  Member 
by  a)  applying  for  membership  as  a new  applicant,  or  b)  paying  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual 
dues  for  each  year  since  the  membership  ended. 
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Article  VI  Amendments 


1.  Any  amendment  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  an  Annual  Meeting  or  at  any 
special  meeting  called  by  the  President.  Amendments  shall  be  considered  approved  by  a vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  majority  present.  Twenty  Artist  Members  shall  be  considered  a quorum. 

2.  By  laws  and  rules  consistent  with  this  Constitution  may  be  made,  altered  or  repealed 
provided  such  action  can  be  proposed  at  one  meeting  previous  to  adoption,  and  be  finally 
adopted  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

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New  England 
Watercolor  Society 

History  and  Mission 

The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  (NEWS)  was  founded  in  1885  as  the  Boston  Society  of 
Watercolor  Painters,  becoming  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society  in  1896  and  subsequently  the  New 
England  Watercolor  Society  in  1980.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  prestigious  watercolor 
societies  in  America.  Its  27  charter  members  included  some  of  the  best  known  names  in  American 
art,  such  as  Charles  Curtis  Allen,  Frank  W.  Benson,  George  Hallowell,  F.  Childe  Hassam,  Louis 
Kronberg,  Otis  Philbrook,  Maurice  Prendergast,  Charles  Woodbury,  John  Singer  Sargent  (hon.), 
and  Andrew  Wyeth. 

The  mission  of  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  is  to  support  the  advancement  of  aqua  media 
arts  throughout  New  England. 

NEWS  sponsors  two  juried  shows  each  year.  One  show  features  the  work  of  signature  members 
of  the  Society.  The  other  show  is  open  to  water  media  artists  in  New  England  (in  odd-numbered 
years)  or  throughout  North  America  (in  even-numbered  years).  In  connection  with  the 
exhibitions,  the  Society  sponsors  receptions  and  award  presentations,  gallery  talks, 
demonstrations  and  workshops  led  by  nationally  recognized  artists. 

Artists  and  interested  supporters  of  NEWS  may  join  as  associate  members.  To  qualify  as  a 
signature  member,  a candidate  must  be  juried  into  four  NEWS  juried  shows  within  a ten-year 
period,  including  at  least  one  North  American  show. 

Today  the  Society  has  over  four  hundred  members  throughout  New  England,  including  over  one 
hundred  fifty  signature  members.  Membership  entitles  an  artist  to  receive  the  Society’s  news- 
letter, prospectuses  for  upcoming  shows,  invitations  to  shows,  and  reduced  rates  for  entries  and 
workshops.

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The  first  exhibition  of  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society  was  held  in  December,  1835 
and  44  paintings  were  shown  by  13  artists. 

Exhibitions  were  held  annually  up  to  1892  when  the  society  was  reorganized 
and  the  name  changed  to  the  Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters  with  27  charter 
members. 

Early  annual  shows  were  held  at  the  Boston  Art  Club  and  the  Vose  Galleries.  In 
1939  to  celebrate  it's  50th  anniversary,  the  society  held  its  annual  show  at  the  MFA.  In 
1951  exhibiting  at  the  MFA  became  an  almost  yearly  occurrence  until  1969  when  a 
change  in  museum  policy  no  longer  allowed  private  groups  to  exhibit.  This  meant 
that  we  had  to  find  a new  location  for  the  annual  and  it  has  been  held  at  the  Guild  of 
Boston  Artists  since  1971.. 

The  annual  show  was  treated  by  the  press  as  a gala  event  through  the  60's,  and 
received  at  least  a double  column  in  the  arts  section  of  the  Boston  papers  along  with 
reproductions  of  several  paintings.  The  reviews  were  often  a mix  of  praise  for  the  very 
able  technical  ability  of  the  artists  and  of  criticism  for  lack  of  originality  and  innovation. 

Symphony  Hall,  Boston,  the  Springfield  Museum  of  Art,  The  Currier  Gallery, 
Mount  Holyoke  College,  the  Whistler  Museum  in  Lowell,  the  Fitchburg  Art  Museum, 
The  Sharon  Arts  Center,  the  Rockport  Art  Association  and  the  Duxbury  Art  Center 
have  also  hosted  shows 

One  note  of  interest  is  that  women  were  associate  members  only  in  the  early 
years.  They  were  invited  to  exhibit  but  were  not  allowed  to  attend  business  meetings 
until  1957.  Another  organization,  the  Water  color  Club  of  Boston  had  been  founded  in 
1887  by  and  for  women.  I found  mention  of  this  group  as  late  as  1939. 

Guest  artists  were  asked  to  exhibit  at  the  annual  show  and  then  if  they  were 
approved,  they  were  invited  to  membership.  Loring  Coleman  was  an  invited  artist  in 
1951  and  then  became  a member  in  that  year. 

In  1963,  on  the  ocasion  of  the  75th  anniversary,  Mrs  John  F.  Kennedy  was  invited 
to  be  chairman  of  the  awards  committee.  She  politely  declined  thru  her  secretary 
Letitia  Baldridge. 

In  1966,  by  vote  of  the  membership,  the  name  of  the  society  was  changed  from 
the  Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters  to  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society,  and  in  1980 
to  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society. 

The  society's  centennial  exhibition  was  held  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of 
Boston  in  1986.  At  that  time  there  were  118  members.  Last  year  there  were  174. 

Along  with  the  annual  Guild  show  held  in  January,  we  have  started  a new 
tradition  of  Open  Shows  every  other  year,  held  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 

The  archives  are  now  arranged  in  chronological  order  in  file  boxes.  The 
collection  includes  catalogues,  invitations,  bank  records,  personal  letters,  newspaper 
dippings,  etc.  The  scrap  book  is  a compilation  of  some  of  the  most  interesting  material.
